Department Heads Believe Space 
Allocations Insufficient For Future 


Shaw Property 
Not For Sale 


The town does not intend to sell 
the Shaw property on Main st., 
regardless of any offers, ‘‘at this 
moment’’. 

Town Manager Thomas E. Duff 
refused to close the door com- 
pletely on the possible sale - but 
current plans do not call for placing 
an article in the town warrant, 
empowering the Salectmen to sell 
the land. 

Mr. Duff has received an offer 
for the entire parcel, ‘‘well in 
excess of the assessed value"’, 
according to real estate man 
Bernard J. Magane, former town 
assessor. Mr. Duff acknowledged 
the offer, and said he has had three 
other proposals asking the town to 
sell just the land where the Shaw 
barn sits - leaving the remainder 
of the area for parking, under 
town ownership. This idea is not 
being entertained at the moment 
either. 

The assessed value of the entire 
parcel, according to records inthe 
assessors’ office, is $45,700. 

The area contains 87,050 square 
feet, with 157 feet of frontage. It 
is prime commercial property, 
according to most realestate men.

can figure the cost of the sug- 
gestions - $7,600 or $7,900 with 
an extra year to reach the latter 
level. 

Low Minimum OK 

The Board decided that a low 
minimum - $100 above the state 
required $4,500 - is OK ~ because 
the town tries to hire experienced 
teachers, not those at minimum 
Thus, members said the beginning 
salary isn’t the important factor, 
as compared to the need for better 
salaries a few years later on the 
schedule, which are attractive to 
experienced people. 

Merit Opposed 

Members William A. Doherty, 
Vincent P, Davey and Dr Milton 
J. Meyers voted against retaining 
merit - even an improved variety 
proposed by Chairman Robert Mc- 
Intyre - thus ending anexperiment 
of several years’ duration. 

As the vote came to end the 
merit plan, it was stated that the 
Teachers Association now favors 
retention of the plan - a reversal 
of position by that organization 
over the yearss 

The first, most significant, vote 
on merit was on a motion to retain 
it, with improvements Member 
John S, Sullivan and Chairman Mc- 
Intyre favored this course of

they come off easily, freshness has 
gone. Look for patches of browned 
needles. A fragrant odor and 
healthy green needles are desired. 

Spread wide the lower branches. 
These should measure half the 
height of the tree. The stump should 
be 7 to 8 inches long. 

At home, cut an inch or two off 
the stump at a slant, then peel 
back the bark another inch, Now 
plunge the butt into a bucket of 
water. Keep this pail filled with 
water and occasionally sprinkle 
water on the branches. 

The tree, bucket and all, should 
be kept in the coolest possible

place until it is brought into the 
house. A garage, cool cellar or 
screened porch is ideal. ; 

Spraying the tree with an anti« 
wilt compound before taking it into 
the house will reduce drying and 
cut down on needle shedding. Some 
persons add a cup or two of sugar 
to the water in the container to 
promote freshness. } 

Pines, especially Scotch and 
Southern, are growing fast in popu- 
larity as Christmas trees. But 
Balsam and Douglas firs still are 
favored because they keep their 
needles two to three weeks in- 
doors. Spruce is also widely used 
at Yuletide. 

Dr. Duda, says this is the way 
to distinguish these trees when 
buying a Yule tree: 

Balsam needles are flat, dark 
green, soft and usually notched and 
rounded at the tips. Balsam twigs 
resemble crosses. Douglas fir 
needles are flat and pointed, dark 
yellow-green or blue-green. 
Spruce needles are usually four 
sided; short stalked, dark green, 
pointed, stabbing the hand. Pine 
needles are long and soft.

occupy proposed § ground-floor 
space in the new building 

And they agree that an adequate 
detailed study of departmental 


needs must precede any real allo~ 


cation of space. This has not been 
done by the architects, nor by any 
member of the building needs study 
committee, according to all three 
men- 

“Efficiency of work production 
was never even looked at’’, com- 
mented Town Clerk Piper, who 
urged that a hard look be given 
to the department needs, before 
final floor plans are adopted. 
Vault — A Headache 

Although office space is a major 
concern of the three men, they also 
share another problem - a 
proposed vault, for all three de- 
partments. 

None of the department heads 
wants to use it that way for two 
reasons = it won't hold all their 
combined records, they claim, and 
the tax collector’s receipts are 
kept there at times. 

Pointing out that itisn’ta matter 
of trust, all three indicated that 
they just wouldn’t want to have the 
responsibility of sharing access to 
a vault in which tax collections 
are kept, 

Tax Collector’s Office 

Let’s look at the tax collector’s 
office space, as is, and as pro- 
posed: 

Mr Christie has an office 16x17 
now - 272 square feet. 

He would have an office 18x23.6 
in the new town hall - 423 square 
feet: 

“This isn’t adequate- for my 
needs right now’’, Mr. Christie 
asserted, ‘never mind the future’. 
He explained that work books and 
ledgers required in the every-day 
procedures have to be kept in a 
vault - taken out every time an 
entry is made and returned - be- 
cause there isn’t room enough to 
lay the books out on a table for the 
day. 

The plans show the tax col- 
lector’s office to be an interior 
area ~ no outside windows Anopen 
window ontothe central lobby would 
give taxpayers a chance to pay 
bills Mr Christie noted that while 
town meeting designated him as 
town collector, for all bills, he 
has never collected the water bills 
because there isn’t any practical 
way to do this within the confines 
of his small office space: 

On Sills — Under Tables 

In the Town Clerk's office, 
material waiting to be filed can 
be seen stacked upon window sills, 
under tables - piled wherever it 
can be safely stored for the time 
being. 

And according to the townclerk, 
plans for his new office will provide 
only enough extra space to file this 
material properly - but leave 
nothing for future growth. 

He presently measures his office 
at 500 square feet; new plans give 
that office 520 square feet plus a 
private room measured at 10x16 - 
a total of about 680 square feet 

The vault, Mr Piper claims, 
is inadequate for his records, 
many old books can't be kept in 
dead storage because they must 
be available for research when- 
ever needed. He further objects 
to entering a vault where tax col- 
lections are kept, on the general 
principle that this isn’t a safe 
procedure for the town to follow. 

Furthermore, Mr Piper sug- 
gests that an investigation of 
future needs relating to date pro- 
cessing for the town departments 
should be initiated before plans 
are completer 

‘They shouldn’t waste the town’s 
money’’, he concluded 
Reduced Three Times 

Assessor William Russell notes 
that his board estimated its future 
need, space-wise, at 1186 square 
feet, But when asked for a bare 
minimum projection, the board of 
assessors cut this to 1000 square 
feet, including vault space- 

But the assessors have been 
allocated only 825 square feet, 
the assessor explained. 

“*1'm not happy with this atall’’, 
he asserted, noting that the shared 
vault space will not be enough, un= 
less extensive microfilming is 
done - ’ 

Pointing out that the assessors 
office assumes a major responsi- 
bility in the town, and will con- 
tinue this role in a growing com 
munity, Mr Russell really be- 
lieves current plans should be for
